Britain Serves Notice on 
Turkey She Will Never 
Surrender Mandate Over 
Mosul. 


TURKS MAY APPEAL 
TO ARMS DECISION 


Believed That Ottoman 
Army Is Moving Into 
Disputed Territory to 
Foment Revolution. 


Lausanne, December 27.—Fears 
that Turkey may play her trump 
card—an army of 50,000 well-train- 
ed troops under Djevad Pasha—to 
settle the impasse at the Near East- 
ern peace conference over the dispo- 
sition of the rich Mosul oil fields are 
freely expressed. 

Great Britain, through Lord Cur- 
zon, British minister, Wednesday 
served notice on Ismet Pasha, Turk- 
ish nationalist representative, that 
England would never relinquish the 
nfandate to Mosul which was award- 
ed to her by the league of nations. 
Curzon, furthermore declared that he 
would not discuss the subject again; 
that it was settled as far as he was 
concerned. 

Although Ismet has not yet given 
his answer, it is helieved he will flat- 
ly refuse to give up the claim on the 
territory. The Turks have made Mosul 
one of their chief demands at the 
parley and it is decidedly unlikely 
they will back down. 

Concentrating Troops. 

It has been disclosed that ever 
sinee the start or the parley the Kem- 
alists have been concentrating troops 
ut Diarbeki. the town nearest the ter- 
ritory of Mosul. Djevad, the com- 
mander of the force, is with the pos- 
sible exception of Kemal Pasha, one 
of ables genera! of the nationalists. 

Reports are current that agents of 
the Turks have arranged for a revo- 
lution im Mosul as soon as the ar- 
ival of the troops of Djevad. 

The British, in event the Turks 
pursue this military course, would be 
powerless to prevent the invasion 
because of (he inadequacy of Britain's 
soldiers in the Near East. 


Invasion of Mosul by the Turks} 


would be similar to the violation of 
the neutral zone by the Kemalists 
some months ago despite the protests 
ef the British. 

Curzon, in his communication to 
Ismet, declared: 

Curzon’s Note. 

“England’s obligations to the local 
populations, the allies and the league 
of nations renderr it absolutely im- 
possible to ever contemplate the re- 
turn. of Mosul to Turkey or to see 
any advantage of further discussions 
of the question. 

“Nevertheless, I am ready to in- 
struct my experts to take up with 
Turkish experts and discuss rectifi- 
cation of the northern frontier which 
will limit Turkey’s southern frontier 
of Mosul, but that is the only con- 
cession possible.” 

It was believed Wednesday night 
that Curzon’s note to Ismet practi- 
cally assures the breakup of the con- 
ference. The communication, it is gen- 
erally conceded, was intended for the 
foundation of the rupture in the par- 
ley. No agreement has been reached 
on any vital question during the six 
weeks of negotiations. 

Near Breaking Point. 

The British press spokesman form- 
ally advised newspaper correspondents 
that the conference wi!! probably 
reach the bresking point within a 
week unless the Turks capitulate on 
at least a balf dozen issues. 


There was wuch discussion among 


observers here that George Tchitcher- 
in, soviet foreign minister, would be 
responsible for the rupture, if it 
comes, because he has outgeneraled 
Curzon by bringing influence to bear 
on the Angora national assembly. 
Curzon’s apparent victory on the 
straits question. it was pointed out, 
faded out before Tchitcherin’s suc- 
cess in persuading the Turks to block 
everything in the following confer- 
ences. It is, therefore, because of this 
all opposition, for which the 
Hwians are blamed, that the allies 
WBtermined to force a show-down.

Warren P. Laird, dean of the schoo: 
of fine arts at the University of Penn- 
sylvania, and professor in architec- 
ture, igs in Atlanta for the purpose of 
holding a series of conferences with 
officials of the Atlanta Art Museum 
association. 

Professor Laird has been retained 
to conduct the competition between 
architects of national repute who will 
draft the plans for the Atlanta Art 
Museum which will be ereeted on a 
site overlooking Piedmont park. 

“I am here. merely for the purpose 
of arranging preliminaries, incident to 
the architect's competition,” Professor 
Laird said. ‘There is nothing I can 
say at this time, other than Atlanta 
is to be commended for the steps taken 
in pursuit of artistic achievement. 

“The completion of the museum 
will mean the climax of art enthus- 
iasm in Atlanta, and will lead to the 
possession of works of art of sterling 
merit.”

tained by counsel for Dr. McKoin 
be held up until officers arrived 
with extradition papers. 

The writ was obtained in an 
effort to obtain bail for Dr. Me- 
Koin, who was arrested here yes- 
terday after a telegram was re- 
ceived from the Louisiana govern- 
or requesting that the former be 
held on a charge of murder in con- 
nection with the Morehouse parish 
murders and kidnappings. Hear- 
ing on the writ is scheduled for 
tomorrow.

Friends Aid Accused. 

The day was devoid of local devel- 
opments. All eyes were turned to- 
wards Baltimore where Dr. B. M. 
McKoin, former Mer Rouge mayor, 
was battling against extradition to 
Louisiana where he is to face a charge 
of murder in connection with the 
case, 

The legal fight to bring him back 
may develop another historic inci- 
dent similar to the efforts to get for- 
mer Governor Taylor of Kentucky, 
out of Indiana, to stand trial for 
the murder of Governor Goebel, of 
the Blue Grass state in Frankfort, 
Ky., two decades or more ago, in the 
belief expressed today by friends of 
the former mayor. 

It developed during the day there 
will be unlimited funds available and 
countless friends to assist the physi- 
cian who do®s not want to return 
here. His friends in Morehouse and 
adjoining parishes were lining up in 
his behalf. Many messages of reas- 
surances were sent his family at Mon- 
roe, where his wif>. four children and 
parents reside. 

High in Profession. 

That bond in six figures would be 
available in the event bail would be 
permitted is generally conceded here. 
A sum of $350,000 was said to have 
been available for the release of T. 
J. Burnett, former deputy sheriff, the 
first arrest in the case. A fee of $25.,-

of Burnett various strangers have 
reached the town, held brief conver- 
sations with the prisoner and then 
departed on the next train, it is 
known. 

McKoin’s friends who believe he is 
being persecuted, are authority for the 
statement that he will attract the 
support of many throughout the 
United States. 

The physician has stood high in the 
medical profession of northeast Louis- 
iana serving as president of the Fifth 
Congressional District Medical socie- 
ty last year. He was also a church 
worker. During his term as muayor 
he waged war on those who held the 
law lightly and is said to have in- 
curred the enmity of many of those.

Hungry Timber 
Wolves Devour 
Three Trappers 


Bits of Dog Harness Tell 
Tale of Losing Battle in 
Canada Wilds. 


Port Arthur, Ontario, December 
27.—A great roving band of hungry 
timber wolves has devoured three 
men, according to meager’ reports 
sifting in today from the snow-cover- 
ed trails of the Sturgeon river coun- 
try. These reports told of a losing 
battle fought by two Indians after 
a white trapper had. been downed 
and killed. 

Last Saturday an elderly trapper 
left his cabin in the woods, 70 miles 
north of Ignace, to mush down to the 
settlement for his Christmas mail. He 
arrived in safety. ‘There was no mail. 
however, and the old man said he 
would come back Christmas morning. 
At noon he had not arrived. The 
postmaster sent two Indians to fol- 
low the trail until they found him. 

About two miles from the settle- 
ment the Indians found a spot pound- 
ed down in the snow and crimson- 
hued. Bits of dog harness torn to 
shreds were scattered about. In the 
midst of them the Indians found hu- 
man bones. They hastened back to 
report their discovery. 

The lure of the bounty on wolves, 
however, urged the Indians to take 
the trail again with extra ammuni- 
tion. They sped behind their dogs 
team into the woods as the villagers 
waved good-bye. hey did not re- 
turn. 

Yesterday a new searching parry 
departed. They found another patch 
trodden in the snow about two miles 
beyond the first. 

The two guns the Indians had car- 
ried were lying there and scattered 
about were bones, bits of clothing 
and empty shells. 

The carcasses of 16 dead wolves 


lay stretched in a cirele about the 


trampled patch «f snow. 


MANHOLE FIGHT 
WON BY ATLANTA 


Many Different Views 
Are Expressed by Six 
Judges Handing Down 
Decision Wednesday. 


The manhole controverys between 
the city of Atlanta and the Georgia 
Railway and Power company emerged 
from the Georgia supreme court yes- 
terday, the six jurists sitting on the 
case expressing opinions that differ, 
according to one legal mind of At- 
lanta, “forty ways from Sunday.” 
The decision was interpreted by City 
Attorney James L. Mayson as a vie- 
tory for the city. 

The case was appealed from Judge 
Pendleton’s court by the power com- 
pany, following a decision that the 
city could require the power company 
to remove manholes and underground 
apparatus on six months’ notice 
where the space under the street was 
needed for municipal use. ; 

The city, in a cross bill, contended 
that the company’# franchise for in- 
stalling transformer vaults in man- 
holes was not valid, the company al- 
leged that the city could not affix 
to permits for manholes the proposed 
clauses requiring the company to take 
up its work on six months’ notice, 
the interpretation of the company be- 
ing that the city, under this clause, 
would practically have the right to 
compel the company to tear up its 
work at will. 

Three of the judges voted to “af- 
firm” the lower courts’ decision and 
three voted to the contrary, this, un- 
der the law, meaning, technically, a 
confirmation. Analysis of the opinions 
revealed the following: _ 

Six of the jurists or the entire 
court declared that the franchise of 
the company is perpetual and valid. 

Five declared the company has the 
right to install the transformer vaults 
and one said the company does not 
have this right. 

Two said the six months’ clause is 
not a new condition, but simply a 
police regulation and that the city, 
under this clause, could not force the 
company to tear up its work to make 
room fot a competing system. 

Four said the clause is a new con- 
dition. Of these four,*three said the 
clause cannot be legally affixed and 
one said it could. The other two, con- 
tending the clause is not a new con- 
dition and therefore can be affixed.

the triple entente, which, though a 
defensive counterweight to the triple 
allianee, showed, nevertheless, “strong 
offensive tendencies, since it had po- 
litieal’ ends in view the pursuit of 
which was adjudged by the allied pow- 
ers worthy of their maximum ef- 
forts.” Despite. these considerations, 
which were a shameless camouflage 
of the truth, the chancellor and the 
entourage of the emperor hesitated. 
‘The plan was not approved until the 
first of the ensuing January; it was 
ua to the reichstag in March, 

Huge Increase in German Army. 

The increase provided for was 
formidable indeed; the total number 
of troops rose from 700,000 to 866,- 
000, and war material of every sort 
was likewise augmented. For the 
purpose of carrying out this program, 
which was to be completed in great 
part by October, 1913, exceptional | 
financial measures were provided 
for; to cover non-renewable expendi- 
tures, which reached a total of 1.000,- 
000,000 marks, provision was made 
for a single war tax. The bill for all 
the above was promptly passed on 
June 30, and the press did not con- 
ceeal the joy felt by the government.- 
“The security thus obtained,” said 
The Cologne Gazette, “opens the way 
to us for a world policy.” And -the 
goal to be pursued was clearly ac- 
knowledged thus: “The army, can 
now pass with more ease from a 
peace footing to © war footing.” 
The crown prince and the kaiser 
adopted a bellicose tone in their 
speeches and orders of the day, which 
was an echo of the inmost thoughts 
of the German nation. 

How different, during 1912 and 
1913 was the attitude of peoples and 
governments in the lands of the 
triple entente—which, according to 
the pan-German leaders, were ready 
to take the offensive and hurl them- 
selves upon Germany! France, BEng- 
land and Russia had no object in view 
except the maintenance of peace. 

Naturally, in view of the gigantic 
armament plans of Germany, France 
and England felt the necessity of 
establishing closer relations between 
the general staffs of their armies; 
but, in letters exchanged on Novem- 
ber 22 and 23, 1912, they provided 
solely for action in case of aggression 
against them. France and Russia, to 
be gure, completed, by means of a 
naval agreement on July 18, 1912, 
the defensive agreement of 1892. 
France, to be sure, returned in 1913 
to three-year military service. But 
were not these elementary measures 
of precaution, dictated solely by re- 
gard for national security, and quite 
easily understandable in the midst of 
the rumors of war emanating from 
all sides in central Europe and +the 
Balkans. 

Standing by the side of Germany 
in arms, Austria-Hungary also made 
immense war preparations in 191%. 
Having, beyond a doubt, received 
secret information from Bulgaria as 
to the intentions of the Balkan na- 
tions with regard to Turkey, she 
bided her time for realizing her am-} 
hbitions with regard to an outlet on 
the Aegean sea. a? 

Entense Biameless in Balkan 

Turmoil. 

Bulgaria, Serbia, Greece and 
Montenegro, in fact, had made a 
series of agreements in the spring of 
1912, a veritable series of war com- 
pacts, of which France and England 
were at that time almost totally ig- 
norant, and of which Russia, though 
in some cases entrusted with the role 
of arbiter, had only imperfect knowl- 
edge. Despite this, Germany felt no 
compunction in pretending, even in 
her 1919 memorial on the responsi- 
bilities for the war, that the Balkan 
happenings had been simply a vast 
plot engineered against Austria-Hnun- 
gary and Turkey by Russia, with 
England, France and the Balkan 
states as her accomplices. 

In order to refute such allegations 
it suffices to refer to the official pub- 
lications of the various allied govern- 
ments, particularly to the three 
French yellow books dealing with; 
Balkan matters. Therein may be 
found the clearest possible proof of 
the endeavors made without cessation 
by entente diplomacy, notably by 
France and M. Raymond Poincare, 
for preventing the conflict, and, after- 
ward, for localizing and abating it. 
On the side of the triple alliance, how- 
ever, quite different sentiments were 
manifested. 

Austria, who seemed disappointed 
at the rapid victories of the Balkan 
allies. particularly of Serbia, could 
not reconcile herself to a partition of 
Turkey without her own participa- 
tion; therefore she speeded up her 
military preparations and concen- 
trated troops on the Serbian frontier. 
At the same time she sought to in- 
volve Italy, who had just obtained 
Tripoli from Turkey, in her game. 
The triple alliance was renewed in 
advance on December 5, and Italy re- 
ceived promises assuring her of pre- 
ponderant power in the eastern Medi- 


terranean. 
Worried in 1913. — 
But Austrian designs on the Bal-| 


kans and the defeat of the Turkish 

despite its hav been trained 
in the German school, had not failed 
to worry the German vernment, 
which, at the oueset of 1918, bad its 
odubts as to being able to win a rapid 
victory in case of a war against the 
triple entente. The measures pro- 
vided for by the military laws under 
consideration were not to become fully 
effective until the following October ; 
the widening of the Kiel canal to al- 
low the passage of the b t naval 
units was not yet completed; and im- 
uortant submarine and aviation con- 
struction was still under way. Hence, 
it was Berlin which advised Vienna 
to wait; it was upon the initiative of 
the German government that Emperor 
Francis Joseph of Austria addressed 
to the czar a _ request—promptly 
agreed to—that he order immediate 
demobilization, in the higher interests 
of peace. 

At London, ever since December 18, 
the ambassadors of the powers had 
been endeavoring, under the leader- 
ship of Sid Edward Grey, to come to 
an agreement. On May 30, 1913, 
preliminaries of peace were signed; 
the triple alliance sutceeded in secur- 
ing the creation of an autonomous Al- 
banian state on the shores of the 
Adriatic, under the government of a 
German prince. 

Re-established by the treaty of 
London, the peace, however, was of 
short duration. On June 30 hostili- 
ties in the Balkans recommenced. 
Bulgaria picked a quarrel with her 
former allies, Serbia and Greece, con- 
cerning Macedonia. 

In this the responsibility of Aus- 
tria was beyond doubt. Previous to 
opening the new campaign, Ferdinan 
of Bulgaria received from Vienna a 
promise of support. But now Ru- 
mania also declared against Bulgaria, 
and Turkey, backed by Germany, 
profited from the general confusion 
by retaking Adrianople. Ferdinand. 
finding himself surrounded, accepted 
the terms of the peace of Bucharest, 
signed on August 10, 1913. 

During: this second crisis the en- 
tente. powers continued their active 
policy of meditation, but did not on 
all occasions find the desired cu- 
operation from Germany and Austria. 
Moreover, Austria could not bring 
herself to allow the aggrandizement 
of Serbia, so she tried again, on the 
eve of the treaty of Bucharest, to 
drag Italy inte the Balkan war by 
invoking the "easus foederis.” Italy. 
however, spurned the appeal. 

Austria Spiteful After Balkan War. 

Peace having been signed, Austria 
found herself with none of her am- 
bitions realized, and it became clear- 
ly apparent that she would give free 
rein, at the very first opportuity, to 
her spite and her greed, and that she 
would be backed in this~by the whole 
might of Germany. 

As early as the month of Novem- 
ber, 913, it looked as if the mind of 
Emperor William had been thorough- 
ly made up. 

_In a talk with King Albert of Bel- 
gium on November Sth, he declared 
that “war with France is inevitable, 
and we are bound to come to it some 
day or other.” And Von Moltke 
added: “This time we must finish 
her up.” Within the German Em- 
pire chauvinistic agifation, reached 
its zenith; militaristic cireles felt 
outraged at the policy of William 
and Bethmann-Hollweg, apparently 
peaceful up to then. Some of them 
regretted the old Austrian spirit. A 
new league even, the “Prussiam| 
League,” was formed at Berlin in 
the month cf January. : 

Warlike Influence of Books. 

Everywhere there were fresh Pan- 
German manifestoes and lectures, 
Books, like “The Germans,” by Wil- 
ser, “German History,” by Wolff, 
manuals for youths such as ‘“Re- 
member Thou Art a German!” by 
Westerich, were spread broadcast. 
At the same time military prepara- 
tions progressed feverishly; new 
Strategic lines were built daily on 
the western frontier; manoeuvring 
fields were extended; aviation was 
developed.

After the Turkish defeats of 1912, 
Germany no longer felt confidence 
in the Ottoman commanders, and, 
since she wished to assure herself of 
control of the straits, she sent a 
militray mission to Turkey in No- 
vember, 1915, under the leadership 
of General Liman von Sanders, who 
was to take command of the army 
corps of Constantinople. Represen- 
tations made by the Triple Entente 
both at Berlin and Constantinople 
resulted, on January 15th, in the re- 
tention of Lima~von Sanders at 
Constantinople, but without any ac- 
tual command; he received the title 
of Marshall in the Turkish army. 

Dealings between Germany and 
Austria-Hungary were constant; 
joint action was planned and coor- 
dinated; Emperor William had a 
meeting with the Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand at Miramar in April; 
afterward, in June, he went with Ad- 
miral Tirpitz to the Archduke’s es- 
tate of Konopischt.

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SEASON'S WHEAT 
RECORD BROKEN 


Liberal Export Demand) 
and Poor Winter Crop: 
Prospects Spur Prices to 
New High Levels. 


Chicago, December 27.— With a lib- 
eral export demand in evidence and 
with misgivings prevalent as to the 
abnormally low condition of the do- 
mestic winter crop,. wheat advanced 
today to a new high price record for 
the season, $1.25 3-4 May delivery. 
The market closed firm 1 1-8 to 1 1-2¢ 
net higher, with May $1.26 1-2 to 
$1.26 3-4 and July $1.15 3-4 to 
$1.15 7-8. Corn gained 3-8 and 1-2¢ 
to 1 1-4c, oats a shade to 1-4c and 
provisions 15 to 32c. 

Higher quotations at Liverpool 
helped to give the wheat market here 
an upturn at the outset, notwith- 
standing that the action at Liverpool 
was said to be chiefly a reflection of 
yesterday's advance here. Talk was 
current, however, that there had been 
a liberal amount of export business 
put through during the night, and 
that cash inquiry for wheat at Kan- 
sas City was the best in some time. 
Furthermore, the Kansas State Week- 
ly report was given a bullish con- 
struction as appearing to emphasize 
other advices that the winter wheat 
outlook was dubious. Persistent sell- 
ing by houses with eastern connec- 
tions developed on the price bulges 
in the wheat market, but had no last- 
ing effect, final trades being at the 
topmost figures which any month had 
reached today. One of the late 
strengthening factors was a_ report 
that Australian wheat supplies were 
less abundant than was expected, and 
that shipments from Australia to Eu- 
rope were being very much restrict- 
ed as a result. 

Corn and oats were firmer in sym- 
pathy with wheat. Reports of damage 
to the Argentine corn crop had an 
additional bullish influence and so 
too did improvement in domestic ship- 
ping inquiry ehere. Closing of spreads 
between lard and cotton seed _ oil 
help to lift provisions values which 
were also aided by the course of the 
hog market.

(CONFEDERATE GENERAL 
DIES 1N WASHINGTON 


Aged Son of Tennessee Dies. 
Was Author of Books 
on South. 


Washington, December 27.—Former 

rigadier (General Marcus Joseph 
Vright, confederate leader and author, 
died at his home here today from 
hardening of the arteries. He was 
91 years old and a native of Ten- 
nessee. 

Previous to his death he was one 
of two surviving confederate brigadier 
generals of the civil war, the other 
one being General Felix Robertson. 
of Waco, Texas. 

General Wright was born June 5, 
1831, at Purgy, Tenn. He was the 
son of Captain Benjamin and Martha 
Ann (Hicks) Harwell Wright. He 
received his early ‘education in Ten- 
nessee, later practicing law. He en- 
tered the army of the southern states 
in May, 1861, as lieutenant colonel of 
the 154th Tennessee regiment. He 
was promoted to brigadier general the 
following year. 

Twice Wounded. 

Prior to the war he was engaged 
in teaching for a number of years and 
was assistant purser of the United 
States navy yard at Memphis, Tenn. 
He was subsequently clerk of the cuin- 
mon law and chancery court of that 
city. During the war he was engaged 
in the battles of Belmont, Shiloh, Per- 
ryville, Chickamauga and Missionary 
Ridge. He was twice wounded dur- 
ing the various campaigns. 

In the spring of 1861 he garrisoned 
and fortified Randolph, on the Mis- 
sissippi, which, in his honor, was 
later named Fort Wright. He then 
served one year as adjutant general 
on the staff of Major General B. F. 
Cheatham. Following the war, he held 
the office of sheriff of Shelby county, 
Tennessee, for two years... He was 
appointed agent for the war depart- 
ment in Washington for the collection 
of confederate records, July 1, 1878. 
He held this office continously until 
several years ago, when he was forced 
to retire on account of ill health. 

As an author, General Wright wrote 
histories and memoirs of the south. 
Among these were “Life of General 
Winfield Seott.” “Life of Governor 
William Blount.” “History of Me- 
Nairy County, Tennessee,” “Sketch of 
the Life of the Duke of Kent.” “The 
Social Evolution of Woman,” and 
“Sketches of Confederate Generals” in 
Appleton’s cyclopedia of American bi- 
ography. He also was co-editor of 
“Memoirs of General Robert FE. Lee,”’ 
with General A. L. Long, “Library of 
American History.” wrote “General 
Officers of the Confederate Army.” 
“Colonel David Crockett of Tennes- 
see,” “Life of General John Peter 
Muhlenberg.” and “Tennessee in the
